ther in all the Churches throughout the world. 1 his *3''©

How the Caſe ſtandeth at the preſent 
with us.

FTERI had fveme my poor labours among 
the /ndians for the ſpace of neer four years, 
it pleaſed God to fir up in them a preat de- 
ſire of partakirg in the Ordirance of Baptiſm, 
aud other Eccleſiafticall Ordinances in way 
of Church Communion. But I declared unto 

them how neceſſary it was, tl:at they ſhould 
firlt a be Civiized, by being brought from their ſcattered and 
wild courſe of life, unto civill Co-habitation and Covernment,

before they could, accordirg to the will of God revealed in the 
Scriptures, be. fir to be betruſted with the ſacred Ordinances of 
Jefas Chriſt, in Church-Communion. And therefore I propoun- 
ded urto them, th:t they ſhould Jook cue ſome fit place to be- 
gin a Towne, unto which they might reſort, and there dwell ro- 
gether, enjoy Goverr.mert, and be m2Ce ready and prepared to 
be «a People amorg whom tl e Lord night delight to dwe!l and 
Rulc, 

When they underſtood the mind of Go1 in this matter, they 
were deſirous to ſet upon the work : . The reallity of which de- 
fizes, the livirg bzve a&tually expreſſed, by their p-rtgrmance 
thereof ( in ſome poor meaſure ) and ſome of them dying, lefe 
theisearnelt affetiors ard defires with the reſt, to ſet upon t at 
work ; eſpecially Y/«n:pccas, a godly man, of whoſe death ard 
exhortations that way, I have made ſome mention in ſome for- 
mer Letters, 

We accordirgly attended thereurto, to ſearch ſor a fit place, 
and finally, after ſundry journeyes and travells to ſeverall pla- 
ces, the Lord did by his ſpeciall providence, and anſwer of pray- 
ers, pitch us npon the place where we are at Natick, Unto 
wich place my purpoſe at firſt was to have brought all the 
Pravirg Indians to Co- habit togerher : But it ſo fe!l out (by the 
endarce of God, as it now appearcth ) that becauſe the (chan- 
111 In:0iens deſired 2 place which they had reſerved for then 
telves, and I findivg that I could rot at that time pitch there 
without oppoſitiou trem ſore Engliſh, I refuſed that place, and 
pitched at Natick, where I fourd no oppoſition at preſent. 
This choyce of mine 1d movein the Cehannet Indians x jealoulie 
that 1 h:d more affection unto thoſe other [ndiens, .then unto 
them, By which ccc:fion ( together with ſome other Provi- 
Cerces of God, as the death of ( *1/bamogrin, and the comi 
of 7. ras, to ſucceed in the Sechemſhip in thar place ) their minds 
were quite alierated from the place of Natick, chough not from 
the work, ſor tLey deſire to make a Towne in that fore-mentic- 
ned place of their owne, named Pcxkipeg, ard are now upon the 
work. Ard indeed, it now appeareth to be of the Lord, becauſe 
we cannot have competent accommodations at Natick, for 
thafe that be there, which are about fifty Lots, more or leſle. 


And 
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And furthermore, by the bleſſing of God upon the work, there 
are People, partly prepared , and partly preparing for three 
Townes more. Ihſomuch, as that it is molt evident, chat had I 
proceeded according to my firſt intentions, to have called them 
all unto that one place, we muſt have been forced very quickly 
to have ſcattered againe, for want of accommodations for fo 
gre a company of Inhabitants, and fo heve diſcouraged them 
at our fiſt onſet of crawing them from their ſcattered way of 
living, unto Cc-habitation: ſeeing it would have brought them 
unto ſuch wants and ſtreights as they could not have grapled 
withall, but rather would have been occaſioned to think there 
were inſuperable difficulties in this enterpriſe : Whereas in leſſer 
companies they may find a more plentifull and -better courſe of 
life then they found in that former way out of which they are 
called ; as through Gods mercy, and the bounty of good peo- 

ple in En7/axd, whoſe love layeth the foundation-ſtone of the 
work, they doe already feele and find at Natick, and begin to 

fii.d at Ponkipog. 

In proſecution of this work inthe year 1650 we began by the 
Lords aſliſtance our firſt Towne at Natick, where we buile a 
Forc, ard one dwelling-houſe, Inthe year 51 after Faſting and 
Prayer about that matter, they gave up themſelves and their 
Children to be governed by the Lord, according to his word, in 
all wayes of civility, and choſe among themſelves Rulers of ten, 
fifty, and an hundred, accordi-g to the holy Patterne, fo far as 
they could : In which way of Government the Lord hath not a 
little owned chem, and bleſſed them. 

Inthe year 52 I perceiving the grace of Godin fi of 
them, and ſome poor meaſure of fitneſſe ( as I was perſwaded ) 
for the enjoyment of Church-fellowſhip, and O-dinances of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, I moved in that matter, according as I have in the 
Narration thereof, briefly declared. In the year 53 1 moved 
not that way, for theſe Reaſons. 

I having ſent their Confeſlions to be publiſhed in Ex2land, I 
did much deſire to hear what acceptance the Lord gave unto 
them, in the hearts of his people there, who daily labour at the 
Throre of grace, and by other expreſſions ef aherr loves, for an 
holy birth of this work of the Lord, tothe praiſe of Chriſt, as 
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the inlargement of his Thagrams, As alſo my defire was, that 
by fuch Books as might be ſent hither, the knowledge of their 
Confeffions might be ſpread here, unto the berter and fuller ſa- 
tisfa&tion of many, then the tranſcCting thereof in the preſence 
of ſore could doe. Theſe Books came by the latter Ships ( as 
I remember ) that were bound for New-E gland, and were but 
newly out when they {er ſaile, and therefore I had not that an- 
{wer that year, which my ſoule deſired, though ſomething I had 
which gave encouragement, and was a taft of what I have more 
fully heard from ſeverall this year, praiſed be the Lord. 
| Beſides, there fell a great damping and diſcouragement pon 
us, by a jealouſie too deeply apprehended, though utterly 
groundleſle, viz. That even theſe praying [ndians were in a 
conſpiracy with others, and with the Dxzch, to doe miſchief to 
the Engliſh. In v hich matter, though the a part of the 
People looked otherwiſe upon them, yet it was no ſeaſon for me 
to ſtir or move in this matter, when the waters were ſo troubled. 
This buſineſſe needeth a calmer ſeaſon, and I ſhall account it a 
favour of God when ever be ſhall pleaſe to cauſe his face to 
ſhine upon us init. Yet this I did the lalt year, after the Books 
had been come a ſeaſon, there being a great meeting at Beſtoy, 
from other Colonies as well as our owne, and the Commilſlio- 
ners being there, I thought it m—_ to take that opportunity 
to prepare and open the way in a readineſle againſt this preſent 
year, by making this Propoſition unto them ; namely, That 
they having now ſeen their confeſſions if upon further trial! of thens 
in point of knowledge, they be found to have a competent meaſure 
of nuderſtanding 1n the fundamentall points of Religion ; and 
alſe, if there be due teſtimony of their converſation, that they malke 
in a Chriſtian manner according to their light, ſo that Religion ts 
to be ſeen in their lives ; whether then it be according to God, and 
acceptable to hu people, that they be called up unto C Now beſtate ? 
Unto which 1 had I bleſle the Lord, a generall approbation. 
Accordingly this year 54 I moved the Elders,that they would 
give me advice and afliſtance in this great bulineſle, & that they 
would at a fit ſeaſon examine the 7ndians in point of their know- 
ledge, becauſe we found by the former triall, that a day will be 


. too little ( if the Lord pleaſe xo call them on to Church-fellow- 
ſhip ) 
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ſhip ) to examine them in points of Knowledge, and hear their 
Conteſſions,and guide them into the holy Covenant of the Lord. 
Seeing all theſe things are to be tranſacted in a firange x 
and by Interpreters, and with ſuch a people as they be in theſe 
their firſt beginnings. Bur if they would ſpend a day on purpoſe 
to examine them in their knowledge, there would be ſo much 

' the more liberty to doe it fally and chroughly ( as ſuch a work 
ought to be ) as alſo when they may be called ro gather into 
Church-Communion,it may ſufficethar ſome one of tnem ſhould 
make a Do&rinall Confeſſion before the Lord and his people, 
as the rule of faith which chey build upon, the reſt atteſting their 
conſent unto the ſame : And themſelves ( the Elders I mean, 
if the Lord (o far aſliſt the /ndiars, as to give them ſatisfation ) 
might teſtifie that upon Examination they have found a compe- 
tency of knowledge in them to inable them unto fuch a work 

| and ſtate, And thus the work might be much ſhortned, and 
more comfortably expedited in one day. I found no unreadineſſe 
in the Elders to fur ther this work. 

Some diſpute there was about Officers in the Church, if they 
ſhould be found fit matter to proceed, of which T ſhall anon 
ſpeak God-willing. | 

They concluded to attend the work, and f6r ſeverall Reaſons 
adviſed that the place ſhould be at Roxbury, and not at Natick, 
and that the 7»dians ſhould be called thither, the time they left 
to me to "appoint, in ſach a ſeaſon as wherein the Elders may be 
at beſt liberty from other publick occaſions The time appoint- 

| ed was the 13 of the 4 moneth ; mean while I diſpatched I etters 

; unto ſuchas had knowledge in the Tongue, requeſting that they 
would come and help in Interpretation, or atteſt unto the truch 
of my Interpretations. I ſent alſo for my Brother Afayhs, who 
nay came, and brought an Interpreter with him, Others 
whom I had deſired, came not. TI informed the Indizns of this 
appointment, and of the end it was appointed for, which they 
therefore called, and ſtill doe, when they have occaſion tg ſpeak 

| of it, Natootomwhteae keſwh, , A day of acking Queſtions, or, 
A day of Examination. 1 adviſed them to prepare for it, and to 
pray earneſtly abont it,char they might be accepted among Gods 

. people, if it were the will of God. |

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the Churches, betwixt chis our appointment, and the accom- 
pliſhment thereof: which day they kept, as the Churches did, 
and chis buſineſle of theirs was @ Prircipall matter in their Pray- 


ers. 

It hath pleaſed God to lay his band in ſickneſſe upon Afoxe- 
guaſ:1n our Natick Schooimalter, fo that we greatly wanted his 
help and concurrence in this buſtneſſe. Yea, and fuch is his d: 
ſeaſe ( viz. an Vlcer in his Lungs ) that I fear the Lord will 
take him away from us, ts the great hindrarce of our work, 11 
reſpect of humane means : Lord izcreaſe our ſaith ! 

There tell out a very great diſcourapgement a little before 
the time, which might have been a ſcandall unto them, and 1 
doubt not bur Satanintended ir ſo ; but che Lord improved it to 
tir up faich and Prayer, and ſo turned it another way : Thus ic 
was. Three of the unſuund fort of ſuch as are among them thac 
pray unto God, who are hemmed in by Relations, and other 
means, to doe that which their hearts love not; and whoſe Vices 
Satan:mproveth to ſcandalize and reproach the better ſort with- 
all; while many, and ſome good People are too ready to ſay 
they are all alike. I ſay three of chem had gotten ſeverall quarts 
of Strong-water, ( which ſundry vut of a greedy deſire ofa 
little gaine, are t00 ready to ſell unto them, to the offence and 
grief of the better ſort of Indians, and of the godly Ex2/;/b too) 
and with theſe liquors, did not onely make thernſelves drunk, 
but got a Child of eleven years of age, the Son of Tote/wamp, 
whom his Father had ſent for a little Corne and Fiſh to that 
place near Watertowne, where they were. Unto chis Child they 
firlt gave too ſpoonfulls of Strong-water, which was myre then 
his head could bear ; and another of them put a Bottle, or ſuch 
like Veſſell ro his mouth, and cauſed him to drink till he was 
very drunk ; and then one of them domineered, and ſaid, Now 
we will ſee whether your father will puniſh #« for Druxkenneſſe 
( forhe is a Ruler among them ) ſeeing Fe are drunk, with us 
fer company ; and in this caſe lay the Child abroad all night. 
They alſo fought, and had been ſeverall times Puniſhed formerly 
for Drunkenneſle. : Beg 

When: Teteſwamp heard of this, it was a great ſhame and 
breaking 


It pleaſed God fo to guide, that there was a publick Faſt of all

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breaking of [1$art unto him, and he knew not what to doe. The 
reſt of the Rn/ers with him conſidered of the marter, they fou1d 
a complication of many ſins together.

Word was bronght to me of it, a little before T rook Horſe to 
goe to Natich to keep the Sabbath wich them, being about ren 
dayes before the appointed Meeting, The Tidings ſunk my ſpi- 
rit extreamly, 1 d:d judge it to be the greateſt trowne of God 
that ever I met withall in the work, I cou'd read nething in it 
but difpleafure, 1 began to doubt ahonr our intended work : 1 
knew not what to doe, the blackneſſe of the fins, and the Perſons 
reflected on, made my very heart faile me : For one of the of. 
ſeadors ( though leaſt in the offerc2 ) was he that hath been 
my Interpreter, whom I have uſed in Tranſliting a good part of 
the Holy Scriptures ; and in that reſpe&t I ſaw much of Satans 
venome, and in God 1 ſaw diſpleaſure. For this and ſome other 
ats of Apoſticy at this time, I had thoughts of caſting him off 
from that work, yet now the Lord hath tound a way to humble 
him, But his Apoſtacy at this time was a great Trya!l, and I did 
lay him by for that day of our Examination, I uſed another in 
his room. Thus Satan aimed at me in this their miſcarrying ; 
and Teoreſwarp is a Principall man in the work, as you ſhall have 
occaſion to ſee anon God-willirp, 

By ſome occaſion our Ruling Elder and 1 being together, 1 
opened the caſe t1to him,and che Lord guided him to ſpeak ſome 
gracious words of encouragement unto me, by which the Lord 
did relieve my ſpirit ; and {0 I committed the matter and iſſue 
unto the Lord, to doe what ple:ſ:d him, and in fo doing my ſoul 
was quiet in the Lord. 1 went on my journey, being the 6 day of 
the week; when I carve at Natick, the Rulers had then a Court 
abour it. Soon after I came there, the Rulers came to me with 
a Queſtion about this matter, they related rhe whole buſineſſe 


unto me, with much trouble and griefs 
| Then 
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Then 7 #teſwamp ſpake to this purpoſe, 7 am greatly grieved 
about theſe things, and now Ged tryeth me whether I lowe (rift 
or wy Child beft. T hey ſay, T hey will try me ; but I ſav, God 
will try me. Chriſt ſaith, He that loveth father, or mother, or 
wife, or ('hild, better then me, u not worthy of me. Chrift ſaith, 
1 muſt correft my Child, if 1 ſhould refuſe to doe that, I ſhould 
net love Chft. God bid Abraham kill bis Son, Abraham loved 
od, and therefore he would have done it, bad not God with-held 
im, God ſaith ro me, onely puniſh your Child, and how can 1 
love God, if I foonld refuſe to doe that ? Theſe things he ſpake in 
more words, and much affection, and not with dry eyes : Nor 
could I refraine from teares co hear him. When it was ſaid, 
The Child was not ſo guilty of the ſin, as thoſe that made him 
drunk ; he ſaid, That he was guilty of fin, in that he feared net 
ſin, and in that he did net believe his counſells that he had often gi- 
ven him, to take heed of evill company ; but he had believed Satan 
and ſinners more then him, therefore he needed to be puniſhed. 
Afcer other ſuch like diſcourſe, the Rulers left me, and went 
unto (phe ren rej hey! were _ before I came,which 
they did bring untq this concluſton, and judgement, They judg- 
as three men to fit in the ſtocks a nd Goes of rf _ 
thence to be brought to the whipping-Poſt, & haveeach of them 
twenty laſhes, The boy to be put in the ſtocks a little while,and 
the next day his father was to whip him in the School, before the 
Children there ; all which Judgement was executed. When they 
came to be whipt, the Conſtable fetcht them one after another 
to the Tree ( which they make uſe of inſtead of a Poſt ) where 
they all received their Puniſhments: which done, the Rulers 
ſpake thus, one of them ſaid , The Punifoments for fin are the 
{ ommandements of God, and the works of Grd, and his eud was, 
co doe thems good, and bring them to repentance. Ard upon that 
ground he did in more words exhort them to repentance, and 
amendment of life. When he had done, another ſpake unto 
them to this purpoſe, Ton are tanght in Catechiſme, that the 
wages of fin are all miſeries and calamities in this life, and alſo 
death, and tternall damuation in hell. Now you feele ſome ſmart 
4s the fruit of your ſin, and this «5 to bring you to repentance, that 
{+ you may eſcape the reſt. Adin more words he exhorted them 
ro 
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to repentance. When he had done, another ſpake to this pus- 
poſe, Heare all yee people ( pn pms tothe who 
itood round abour, I think not then two , ſmall 
and great ) thus is the Commandement of the Lord, that thus it 
ſhonld be done unts ſinners; and therefore let all take warning by 
this, that you commit not ſuch ſins, leaſt you incur theſe Puniſh» 
ments, And with more words he exhorted the People. Others 
of the Rulers ſpake alſo, but ſome things ſpoken I underſtood 
not, and ſome things ſlipe from me : Bur theſe which I have re- 
lated remained with me. 

When I returned to Roxbyy, I related theſe things. to our 
Elder, to whom I had before related the ſin, and my grief: who 
was much affected to hear it, and magnified God. He faid alſo, 
That their fin was but a Tranſient a&, which had no Rule, and 
would vaniſh : But theſe Judgements were an Ordinance of 
God, and would remaine, and doe more good every way, then 
their ſin could doe hurr, telling me what cauſe I had to be thank- 
full for ſuch an iſſue : Which I therefore relate, becauſe the 
Lord did ſpeak to my heart, in this exigent, by his words. 

When the Aſſembly was met for Examination of the /ndia»s 
and ordered, I declared the end and Reaſon of this Meeting,and 
therefore declared, That any one,in due order,might have iherry 
to propound any Queſtions for their ſatisfaRtion. Likewiſe,] re 
queſted the Aſſembly, That if any one doubted of the Interpre- 
rations that ſhould be given of their Anſwers, that they would 
Propound their doubt, and they ſhould have the words ſcar- 
ned and eryed aps > mn ay cn ings may be done 
moſt clearly. For my defire was to be true to Chriſt, ro their 
ſoules, and to the Churches : And the trying out of any of their 
Anſwers by the Interpreters, would tend tothe fatisfaftion of 
ſuch as doube, as it fell out in one Anſwer which they gave ; the 

ueſtion was, How they knew the Scriptures to be the word of 
Ged ? The finall Anſwer was, Becauſe they did find that it did 
change their hearts, and wrought inthem wiſedome and humi- 
lity. This Anſwer being Interpreted to the Aſſembly, my Bro- 
ther Mahs doubted, ally of the word [| Hohpooonk,] ligni- 
fying Humility, it was ſcanned by the Interpreters, and proved

\ Hen the day was well ſpent,in this above-written man- 
V ner, ſome that were aged deſired that an end might 
be put unto this work for this time, becauſe by this taſt which 
they had, they ſaw that which gave them comfortable ſatisfaRi- 
en. Then 1 deſired that (if it might be withour prejudice to 
any ) they might be further eryed with Queſtions about Chriſt, 
and grace wrought in us by the Spirit ; and about the Ordinan- 
ces of Chriſt ( concerning which, no Queſtions had been yer 
propounded ) and alſo about the eftace of man after death, of 
the reſurre&ien of the dead, and of the laſt Judgement, wherein 
they were, through the grace of Chriſt, in ſome meaſure inſtru- 
Red, Butit was ſaid, thac they did perceive that they were in» 
ruſted in points of Catechiſme, by what they had heard from 
them. When they came to a concluſion, one of the Elders (viz. 
Mr. Ezck:; Rogers ) having firſt privately conferred with ſuch of 
the Elders as fate near him, ſpake words of acceptance and er- 
eouragement both to me, and to the /»diax, in the name of the 
reſt, But Mr. /a/tox did not write them, and therefore I emit 
the rehearſing of them. | 

This great and folemne work of calling up theſe poor Indjen: 
unto that Goſpel light and beauty of viſible Churct»eftace, ha- 


ving 


ving now palſed through a ſecond Tryal! : In the former where- 
of, they expreſſed what experience they had found of Gods 
grace in their hearts, turning chem from dead works, to'ſeek af- 
ter the living God, and ſalvation in our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. 
In this ſecond they have in ſome meaſure declared how far the 
Lord hath let in the light of the good knowledge of God into 
their loules, and what taſt they have of the Principles of Religi- 
on, and doctrine of ſalvation, Now the Queſtion remaineth, 
What ſhall we further Ace ? And when ball they enjoy the Ordi- 
nances of Feſms Chriſt in (hurch-eſtate ? 

The work is very ſolenine, and the Queſtion needeth a ſolemn 
Anſwer. It is a great matter to betruit thoſe with the holy pri- 
viledge: of Gods honſe, upon which the name of Chriſt is fo 
much called, who have fo little kno wledge an4d experience inthe 
wayez of Chr.it, ſo newly come out of that great depth of dark- 
neſſe, and wild courſe of life ; in ſuch danger of polluting and 
defiling the name of Chriſt among their barbarous friends and 
Countrey-men; and under ſo many doubts and jealouſies of 
many people ; and having not yet ſtood inthe wayes of Chriſt 
ſo long, as to give ſufficient proof and experience of their Red- 
faſtreſſe in their new begun profeſſion. Be.ng alſo the tirſt 
Church gathered among them, it 1s like to be a pattern and pre- 
ſident of after proceedirgs, even unto following Generations. 
Hence it is very needful! that this proceeding of ours at firſt, be 
with all care and warineſle guided, for the moſt eff:uall ad- 
vancement of the holinefſe and hogour of Jeſus Chriſt among 
them, 

Upon ſuch like grounds as theſe, though I and ſome others 
know more of the lincecity of ſome of them, then others doe, 
and are better ſatisfied with them: Yet becauſe I may beina 
temptation on that hand, I am well content to make fl»w haſt 
in this matter, remembring that word of God, Lay hands ſud- 
denly upon nm man Gods works among men, doe uſually goe 
on lowly, and he that goeth ſlowly, doth uſually goe moſt 
ſurely, eſpecially when he goeth by counſeli. Sar ciro {6 ſar be- 
xe, the greater proof we have of them, the better approbation 
they may obtain at laſt, Beſtles, we having had one publick 
meeting abou chem already this ſugamer, it will be difficule ro 
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eompaſſe another, for we have many other great occafions, 
which may hinder the ſame, andit is an hard matter to ger In- 
terpreters together to attend ſuch a work, they living ſo remote, 
The dayes alſo will ſoon grow ſhort, ard the nights cold, which 
will be an hindrance in the attendance unto the accompliſhment 
of that work, which will moſt ficly be done at Natick, 

But above all other Reaſons this is greateſt, chat chey | ving 
in ſundry Towns and places remote from each othet, and labou- 
rers few to take care of chem, it is neceſſary that ſome of chen- 
ſelves ſhould be trained uP, and pecuharly ir{tr.&ed,unto whom 
che care of ruling and ordering of them in the aftaires of Guds 
touie may be committed, in the abſence of fuch as look after 
their inſtruction, So that this is row the thirg we defire to at- 
tend, for the comfort of our little Siſter rhar hath no breaſt s,chat 
ſuch may be trained up, and prepared, unto whom the charge of 
the reſt may be committed in the Lord. And upon this ground 
we make the ſlower haſt to accompliſh this work among them, 
Mean while I hope the Commilitoners will afford ſome encou- 
ragement f.r the furtherance of the inftrution of ſome of the 
moſt godly and able among them, who may be in a ſpecial! man- 
ner helpſull unto the reſt, in due order and ſeaſon. 

And thus have I briefly ſet down our preſent ſtate in reſpe&t 
of our Eccleſiaſtical! proceedings. I beg the prayers of the good 
people of the Lord, to te particularly preſent at the Throne of 
Grace, intheſe matters, according as you have hereby a particu- 
lar Information how our condition is.

Truſt in the Lord, 
and doe good, dwell in the Land, and verily thou ſtalt be fed. 
Herein alſo I find ſupply of grace to believe the converſion - 
thele 
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thefe poor Indians,& thrt not only in this preſent ſeaſon in wha.
